MILWAUKEE 
ARE ALSO KNOCKED OUT. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


HICAGQO, Dec. 5.—[Exclusive Dis- 

patch.] The Milwaukee Socialist 

administration received the worst 
blow of its eighteen months in office 
today. The Supreme Court in deci- 
sions rendered today declared the 
choicest ideas of the Socialist admin- 
istration illegal, threw several officials 
out of office, and decided against the 
administration's efforts to collect $15 
a car license fee for ten years, which 
the administration expected to bring 
in nearly $200,000 from the traction 
company. 

The decision vacating the offices 
filled by Socialist experts is based on a 
technicality in the action of those of- 
ficials, wnen the Socialists named 
party members without regard for the 
eivil service law. Chief of the list is 
C. A. Mullen, son of an asphalt trust 
official. who was brought here from 
New York to induct the city into the 
paving business on its own account. 

IN A PREDICAMENT. 


Four of his subordinates, all So- 
clalists,,come under the decision, and 
as they have been in office for a large 
part of the administration, the City 
Treasurer and City Controller are in 
a predicament, as they are probably 
individually Nable for the salaries of 
taese men, and for money spent un- 
der their direction. 

Thé court’s opinion will have a 
bearing about $3,000,000 of street im- 
provement. 

Alderman Melms, president of the 
Citv Council, tonight admitted that it 
would probably take a special cura- 
ttve act of the Legislature to relieve 
these Socialists and their bondsmen 
of their embarrassment. 

The traction case was one on which 
the Socialists based great hopes, chief- 
ly for campaign material. In Chi- 
cago speeches, particularly, members 
of tae administration have told of 
what they did to the street railway 
monopoly. and how they expected to 
recover $180,000 and $200,000 from 
the corporation for the city, and col- 
lect an additional $72,000 a year in 
future licensea., 

SUPRBME COURT RULING. 

The Supreme Court ruled that the 
license fee as in force under an old 


‘ay was repealed by a new tax law 


which revoked all other fees then pro- 
vided. The future of the license 
problem remains to be determined by 
other suite. 

A third difficulty developed for the 
administration today when it was dis- 
covered that yesterday’s salary re- 
vision, by which the Socialists slashed 
the salaries of the Fire and Police 
chiefs, whose scalps the Socialists are 
trying to lift, is illegal as relates to 
these officials, whose pay was fixed by 
act of the Legislature. Each official 
was cut $500 a year. 

The case on trial was that of Dr. 
H. R. Johnson, who attacked the 
legality of the appointment of Harry 
Briggs as Public Works Commissioner, 
taking the place of the three Public 
Works Commissioners who had 
previously divided the work. The 
city wins a victory in that the ap- 
pointment of one commissioner is de- 
clared iegal, but the positions of 
ow and his subordinates are not 
egal. 

The officials affected are Purchas- 
ing Agent Henry Campbell, whose of- 
fice is a newly established one, under 
the Soctalist idea of copying in mu- 
nicipal government the system of pri- 
vate corporations; Street Cleaning Su- 
perintendent J. J. Handley, Building 
Superintendent L. J. Klug, and Su- 
perintendent Henry Keouz. 

MAYOR SEIDEL’'S VIEW. 

The decision is to the effect that 
the Street Superintendent is not 
legally an officer because not a civil 
service appointee as provided for in 
the act which enabled the city to 
make the change. 

“I think the whole thing is a huge 
joke,’ declared Mayor Seidel. “Here 
we have licked the asphalt trust, and 
now we find we have done it fllegally. 
As for the money, we don't care about 
that. We can fix that without asking 
the Legislature also.” 

The local Socialists suffered one 
more defeat today in the Waukesha 
Circuit Court, where they tried to’ 
force the Milwaukee Circuit judges, 
six in number, to refund $1000 each 
for the years that each has been draw- 
ing $6000 a year. The State pays 
$5000 a year, but a special act of 
the Legislature required the county 
to pa® $1000 a year extra. The So- 
clalists decided to stop this practice 
and sued the judges for the amount 
paid since 1905, but "udge Lueck de- 


gided against them. 
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GOMPERS EVASIVE AS 
TO SENTENCE GIVEN.

NEW YORK, Dec. 5.—‘I am glad 
a death sentence was not imposed. Il 
am opposed to capital punishment un- 
der any circumstances. I think the 
sentences received by both men were 
commensurate with the crime.”

I con- 
sider his criticism a gratuitous and 
an unwarranted impertinence. Miller 
has no right to himself up as a 
guide. I purpose to stand trr, to the 
men of ic bor." 

“BRA OF PACIFICATION.” 

Mr. Gompers was asked if it were 


were advising “an era of pacification” 
in the matter of calling strikes in the 
future until the country had forgot- 
ten the McNamara case. 

“All TIT can say to that,” he replied, 
“Is that when e:iployers treat labor 
as fairly as organized labor treats the 
employers, then there will be peace. 
The Executive Committee of the 
American Federation of Labor is the 
greatest conciliatory board that ever 
existed anywhere. It desires peace 
and is always ready to meet employ- 
ers half-way.” 

“Mr. Gompers, did the Bridge and 
Structural flronworkers’ Union receive 
any money from any other organiza- 
tion during the time the McNamara 
brothers were active in their dynamit- 
ing plots?” was asked. 

“I am not sure, but I am under the 
| impression that they did not receive 
one dollar from any outside organiza- 
tion,” was the reply.

| R CONTROL OF 
UNION ELEMENT. 


ECHOES OF SCANDAL REVEALED 
BY M’NAMARAS. 


Proposed at Washington to Make 
Organized Labor Amenable to 
Law Either by Federal Incorpora- 
tion or by the Commission Plan 
as in Great Britain. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.--[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.}] Government regula- 
tion of organized labor is proposed as 
a result of the scandal of union man- 
agement revealed by the McNamara 
confession. This is one of the many 
echoes of the case already heard in 
the halls of Congress, where sooner 
or later it will be subjected to pro- 
longed discussion, 

Two plans for the adequate.contro! 
of labor unions have been suggested 
to members of the Senate and of the 
House, who will introduce bills on the 
subject. One is the Federal incorpor- 
ation of labor organizations along the 
line suggested in President Taft's pro- 
posed Federal incorporition 
trusts. The other is the regulation wv! 
the union through the medium of a 
bureau or commission ‘similar to the 
royal commission of Great Britain. 

INDORSED BY PRESIDENT. 

The proposition has been submit- 
ted to President Taft and has his in- 
dorgement. He is inclined to think 
that State incorporation of unions 
would be as effective as Federal in- 
corporation, but believes the com- 
mission plan offers the best method of 
control. The English commission has 
supervision of all disputes between 
capital and labor and has been sig- 
nally effective in preventing and set- 
tling strikes and in maintaining con- 
trol generally over the organizations. 

There were two important develop- 
ments in the movement for the prose- 
cution of the “men higher up” in 
the McNamara dynamite plot and for 
the eradication of the criminal ele- 
ment from organized labor. 

OSCAR LAWLER IN CASE. 

Qne was a proposal being discussed 
by members of Congress that drgan- 
ized labor be brought Onder govern- 
meft regulation. The other was the 
appointment of Oscar Lawler of Los 
Angeles by Atty.-Gen. Wickersham to 
take charge of the government's in- 
vestigation of the entire dynamite 
conspiracy. It was Lawler who wrote 
the famous secret memorandum 
which President Taft used as the bg- 
sis of his letter absolving Ballinger 
from blame -in connection with the 
charges by Louis Glavis. The exist- 
ence of this memorandum was sup- 
pressed and revealed only by Ballin- 
gers stenographer during the Con- 
gressional investigation. Lawler’s res- 
ignation followed a short time after 
Ballinger’s.

REMEDY IN EQUITY. 

In the Standard Oil case the Su- 
preme and Circuit Courts found the 
combination to be a monopoly of the 
interstate business of refining, trans- 
porting, and marketing petroleum 


tained through thirty-seven different 
corporations, the stock of which was 
held by a New Jersey company. It 
in effect commanded the dissolution 
of this combing ion, directed tha 
transfer and pro rata distribution. by.

CONFISCATION NOT INTENDED. 

It is not the purpose of the statute 
to confiscate the property and cap!i- 
tal of the offending trusts. Methods 
of punishment by fine.or itmprison- 
ment of the individual offenders, by 
fine of the corporation or by for- 
feiture of its goods in transportation, 
are provided, but the proceeding in 
equity is a specific remedy to stop 
the operation of the trust by Injunc- 
tion and prevent the future use of 
the ‘plant and capital in violation of 
the statute.

It has been made 
more clear now than it was 
a purely negative statute like the 
anti-trust law may well be supple- 
mented by specific provisions for the 
building up and regulation of legiti- 
mate national and foreign commerce. 

COURTS NEED EXPERTS. 

The drafting of the decrees in the 
dissolution of the present trusts, with 
a view to their reorganization into 
legitimate corporations, has made it 
especially apparent that the courts are 
not provided with the administrative 
machinéry to make thegnécessary in- 
quiries preparatory to. 
or to pursue such inquiries, and they 
should be empowered to invoke the 
aid of the Bureau of Corporatione in 
determining the suitable reorganiza- 
tion of the disintegrated parts. The 
Cirevit Court and the Attorney-Gen- 
eral were greatly aided in aoe 
the decree in the tobacco trust 
solution by an expert from the Bu- 
reau of Corporations. 

COMMISSION PROPOSED. 

I do not set forth tn detail the 
terms and sections of a statute which 
might supply the constructive legisla - 
tion permitting And aiding ¢me forma- 
tion of combinations of capital into 
Federal corpérations. They should be 
subject to rigid rules as to their or- 
ganization and procedure, including) 
effective publicity, and to the closest 
supervision as to the issue of stock 
and bonds by an executive bureau or 
ae in the Department of 
Commerce and Labor, to which in 
times of doubt they might well sub- 
mit their proposed plans for future 
business. It must be distinctly un- 
derstood that incorporation under a 
Federal lew could not exempt the 
company thus formed and its incor- 
porators and managers from prosecu - 
tion under the anti-trust law for sub- 
sequent illegal conduct, but the pwub- 
licity of its procedure and the op- 
portunity for frequent consultation 
with the bureau or commission in

Such a bureau or commission 
might will be invested also with the 
duty already referred to, of aiding

MAYOR VETOES ORDINANCE. 


Santa Monica Executive Takes We 

Position That the Council Cannot 

Bind Their Successors in Office. 

SANTA MONICA, Dec. 5.—In the 
face of the advice of the City Attor- 
ney, to the effort that one City 
Council coluld not legally adopt an 
ordinance which would hold its 
successors in office, the Council last 
night adopted the electric light rate 
ordinance... 

This ordinance was passed over 
the veto of Mayor Dudley, who 
raised the question as to? the im- 
propriety of an out-going body at- 
tempting to enact law which would 
not go into effect during the term 
of office of the body making the law.

This does not go into effect until 
next July; but as it was adopted aft- 
er a conference and with the mutvyal 
consent of the gas company its en- 
foreement will perhaps not be con- 
tested.

The Origin of Teeth. 

{London Telegraph:] The scales of 
fishes are, in origin, teeth; that there 
are still existing fishes whose bodies 
are covered all over with rows of 
minute teeth, and that the teeth which 
we see in the mouths of most verte- 
brate animals and on our own gums 
for a great part of our lives are really 
nothing more nor less than a row or 
two of these ubiquitous “teeth,”” which 
were developed all over the skin of 
primitive fishes, and are retained along 
the borders of the mouth when they 
have disappeared or become complete- 
ly changed in all other parts of the 
body’s surface. The substance called 
“shagreen” is the dried skin of small 
sharks and dogfish, which are the sur- 
vivors of the most ancient and primi- 
tive kind of fish. It is closely beset 
with little teeth, or “denticles,” like 
the teeth of a rasp or file. In many 
sharklike fishes these denticles are 
uniformly and closely set all over the 
skin in every part of the body. The 
jaws are covered by several rows of 
them of slightly larger size in some 
cases and of much larger size in 
others, and are “actual teeth.”

TAX INCREASE 
IS ENORMOUS. 


Redlands Total Increased by 
Tobacco Man's Fortune. 


Réforestation Committee Is 
Opposed to Clarke Bill. 


Erring Dentist is Given One 
Year in Jail. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Dec. 5.—The 
discovery at Redlands that co in- 
crease in the property assessment 
this year reaches no less than $747,- 
000, leaving Amendment No. 1 en- 
tirely out of the question, and that 
San Bernardino loses at least $27,000 
under the assessment, has led to an 
investigation which develops that the 
big increase is due solely to the levy- 
ing of a tax upon the entire estate 
of the late George S. Myers, “‘bat- 
tieax’’ man, an@ St. Louis million- 
alre. Heretofore the estate has been 
assessed and the taxes upon it col- 
lected in St. Louls. 

Myers died at Redlands, and 
hence the taxing of the big estate 
there. In 1910 his Redlands prop-

500. The taxes paid today by the 
_—s amounted to the sum of $20,- 
avl.25. 


SPECIAL SESSION. 

The Tri-Countles Reforestation

Proceedings Grow Out of Encoun- 
ter With Attorney in Courtroom 
After Witness Steps from Stand.

Ralph Leavitt, whose sensational 
encounter with Attorney E. A. Me-

“This is the time set for the sen- 
tence of J. B. and J. J. McNamara,” 
said Judge Bordwell, after the session 
opened at 10:21 o'clock. 

Capt. Fredericks then said that, 
bearing in mind that the court would 
want some sort of a statetment from 
the two defendants, he called upon 
them on the previous day. “I saw 
them both, Your Honor,’ continued 
the prosecutor, “and have ascertained 
certain facts. In the case of J. B. 
McNamara, he is charged with the 
murder of one Haggerty. The de- 
fendant (J. B.) has asked me to read 
the following statement: 

“"LOS ANGELES (Cal) 
“ee, 4, 3948, 

J. RB. MeNamara, defendant in 
the case of the People versus McNa- 
mara and others, having heretofore 
pleaded guilty to the crime of mur- 
der, desire to make this statement of 
facts concerning ;the same, and this 
is the truth, 

“"On the night of September 20, 
1910, at 5:45 p.m., | placed in Ink 
Alley, a portion of the Times Build- 
ing, a suit case containing sixteen 
sticks of 80 per cent. dynamite, set 
te explode at 1 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. I did not intend to take the life 
of any one. I sincerely regret that 
theese unfortunate men their 
lives, and if the giving of my life 
could bring them back, L would freely 
give it. 

“‘In fact. in pleading guilty to 
murder in the first degree, I have 
placed my life in the hands of the 
State.’ ” 

When Capt. Fredericks had finished 
reading the statement, J. B. McNa- 
mara was asked if the facts set forth 
were correct. He replied in the af- 
firmative. 

“The court finds that the degree of 
the offense committed by the defend- 
ant is murder in the first degree,” said 
Judge Bordwell. 

The court then had the defendant 
stand up while he went over the legal 
form preliminary to passing sentence. 
In closing, \ Judge Bordwell said: 
“Have you any legal cause to show 
why judgment should not now be pro- 
nounced?” 

“No, Your Honor,” said the de- 
fendant in a low voice. 

IN STATE’S BEHALF. | 

Capt. Fredericks made a brief 
statement on behalf of the State. 
Among other things, he said: 

“There are two sentences which the 
court may pronounce, possibly of equal 
severity: One is death and the_other 
is life imprisonment. Hiowey*r, in 
the minds of a great many rsons, 
and possibly in the mind of the de- 
fendant, I assume the sentence for life 
would be considered in some degree 
a less punishment than the punish- 
ment of death.

“It is the usual custom to extend 
to him some small consideration in 
the matter of penalty. The extreme 
penalty would be life imprisonment, 
and all I would suggest would be that 
the court take into consideration the 
probable life remaining to this de- 
fendant and leave him a féw years of 
freedom at the end of his term. i! 
believe it is a wise policy of the State 
when a man surrenders himself, gives 
up and pleads guilty, that some small 
consideration should be extended,” 
declared the District Attorney. 

After the court imposed sentence of 
fifteen years in State's Prison upon J. 
J. McNamara, the prisoners were 
asked regarding their employment 
with a view of fixing what they shall 
do after reaching San Quentin. 

J. B. MeNamara said he had been 
a printer. J. J. MeNamara declared 
he knew no trade besides structural 
iron work. 

The twd were turned over to the 
Sheriff and taken back to their cells 
in the County Jail.

OMEN AT THE POLLS. 

Los Angeles women made good in the 
first election in which they were particl- 
pants. At the polls yesterday they demon- 
strated a number of essentials. They an- 
swered in the affirmative the old question 
as to whether or not women will vote if 
given the opportunity. A wonderful per- 
centage of them voted. They answered 4s 
well another question often and honestly 


to the wisdom of woman suffrage. That 
question was whether women would vote 
out of judgment or sentiment. 

In their brilliant rally to the defense of 
Good Government yesterday the women of 
Los Angeles proved that in politics women 
are actuated by the same motives as those 
inspiring the most thoughtful of men, and 
that they are governed in public service by 
reason. 

In their conduct at the polls in the 317 
precincts of this city yesterday in not one 
single instance was there anything which 
might be criticised by the strictest election 
board. Hardly one of them entered a poll- 
ing place who was not fully prepared to cast 
an intelligent and a legal ballot with dis- 
patch. All over the city the election of- 
ficers reported that the women voted with 
less delay than the men. In one precinct 
800 ballots were cast before noon and more 
than half of these were by women. 

The ‘remarkable rapidity with which all 
women cast their first ballots demonstrated 
the great efficiency of the schools for vot- 
ing which have been conducted by the 
Woman’s Progressive League during the 
last five weeks. This league accomplished 
among ‘the women of ninety-six precincts 
one of the most striking municipal cam- 
paigns ever inaugurated. It was organized 
by a handful of women in a private office 
Friday night before the primaries and on 
the following Monday from a single an- 
nouncement in the newspapers it brought 
the support of 600 women. Within a week 
its membership included 2000 women who 
were in earnest about the election of May- 
or Alexander and in two weeks its member- 
ship was more than 4000. Its working force 
consisted of an executive committee of a 
dozen bright women who managed their 
campaign with the ability of political 
adepts 
It is evident from this instantaneous and 
effective service that the women of Los An- 
geles are well prepared for the ballot and 
they proved yesterday how wel] they un- 
derstand its power.
